Moreover, by studying the plan which has been 
worked out for Japan, which cannot talk back, the men 
and women of this nation can find out what really is in 
the recesses of our State Department minds. 
Recently the proposed Japanese Constitution was 
announced. It attracted little attention. The casual re­ 
action was pride that it repeated many catch-phrases 
familiar to us because they originate from our Constitu­ 
tion and Declaration of Independence.

This is a right which the American people have care­ 
fully reserved for themselves. It is to be found defined, 
not in the Constitution but in that other fundamental 
law of our nation, the Declaration of Independence. 
The American concept of government is more clearly 
defined in the Declaration than in the Constitution. In 
the earlier document is to be found this statement:
